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TRUST BREACH’ 

Doctor accused of molesting patient in hospital car park 


A surgeon followed a patient to her 
car and sexually assaulted her 
while claiming he was trying to 
cure her bad back, a court has 
heard. 

Mr Puthur Damodaran, 41, an or¬ 
thopaedic surgeon, is being tried 
this week at Guildford Crown 
Court for allegedly sexually as¬ 
saulting a patient in her car in the 
car park of Leatherhead Hospital, 
in Poplar Road, Leatherhead, on 
July 9 last year. 

The jury heard that the woman, 
in her mid-20s, saw Mr Damodaran 
that day because her usual regis¬ 
trar was away. 

She was hoping to be told the re¬ 
sults of an MRI scan, but this did 
not happen and after being exam¬ 
ined by the surgeon, in the pres¬ 
ence of a female nurse, she left the 
hospital “feeling low and upset”. 

Ruby Selva, prosecuting, told the 
court the woman found the doctor

walking behind her in the hospi¬ 
tal’s car park and he told her: 
“Don’t get upset, I’m sure we’ll be 
able to do something.” 

He then asked her to again show 
him “where it hurt” and said he 
“might have an idea of what it 
might be”, but had forgotten to 
check something. 

Ms Selva told the court that the 
doctor then allegedly joined the 
woman in the passenger’s seat of 
her car, repeatedly told her to 
“relax”, close her eyes and put her 
chair back. 

She said Mr Damodaran then 
touched the woman’s inner leg, nip¬ 
ple and vagina, through her 
clothes, and tried to remove her 
top. 

In the police statement, the woman 
said: “It felt weird and awkward, but 


I thought he’s a doctor so there’s 
nothing to worry about.” 

Ms Selva said the woman only re¬ 
alised something was wrong when 
the doctor kept looking back at the 
hospital. 

She said: “He kept staring and 
smiling at me. He was looking at me 
like a pervert.” 

Ms Selva said: “The defendant 
sexually assaulted the victim to sat¬ 
isfy his own perverse need, bank¬ 
ing on the implicit trust we 
members of public have in 
doctors.” 

On Wednesday Mr Damodaran 
told the court there had been no 
sexual assault or examination in 
the car and he only got in to com¬ 
fort her verbally. 

He said that when he left the hos¬ 
pital, following her appointment, 
he had been on duty for 36 hours, 
was tired and only wanted to get 
home. 


But he saw she still looked upset 
and tried to make her feel better by 
giving her advice. He then put his 
bag into his car and checked to see 
if she had recovered but found her 
still teary in her car and got in with 
her. 

He said: “I was hardly two min¬ 
utes in the car and I spoke to her for 
a few minutes.” 

“Looking back I thought it was an 
error of judgement, I should not 
have entered the car. 

“My main aim was to give her 
comfort and it was a momentary 
judgement. 

“I have never experienced this be¬ 
fore. It was the first time I had seen 
a patient crying in the car park. I 
felt sorry for her.” 

Mr Damodaran, from Horley, is 
listed on the fellows and members 
list of the Royal College of Sur¬ 
geons of Edinburgh. 

The case continues.

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‘More inspectors needed for care’ 


Schools close as teachers walk out 


A whistleblower who 
claims the Government’s 
care watchdog “vic¬ 
timised” her has wel¬ 
comed its proposals to 
introduce expert inspec¬ 
tors but warned that more 
inspectors are needed. 

Ex-policewoman Rebec¬ 
ca Prideaux, from Epsom, 
quit her job at the Care 
Quality Commission 
(CQC) in May, after just 
nine months. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian earlier this 
month, she said that inad¬ 
equate training, inexperi¬ 
enced inspectors and a 
culture of shying away 
from making serious criti¬ 
cisms is resulting in fail¬ 
ings at care homes going 
unchecked. 

The CQC rejected her 
criticisms, saying she re¬ 
signed before qualifying 
as an inspector and that, 
in future, it will be re¬ 
cruiting inspectors who 
are specialists in their 
field. 

The latter was one of the 
priorities outlined by An¬ 
drea Sutcliffe, the CQC’s 
new chief inspector, 
in her first major

announcement last week. 

Ms Sutcliffe said that a 
“fresh start” for how care 
homes would be inspected 
and regulated would place 
a greater focus on 
public involvement and 
improvement. 

Key proposals include 
awarding ratings to all 
care homes by March 2016 
and establishing “expert 
inspection teams” involv¬ 
ing people who have per¬ 
sonal experience of care 
services. 

Mrs Prideaux said ex¬ 
pert inspectors “would 
definitely help”, but there 
need to be enough inspec¬ 
tors to do the job properly. 

The 37-year-old said: 


“There is a desperate need 
to change the way the 
CQC inspects so inspec¬ 
tors have enough time to 
do a competent inspection 
and to do a report without 
having to rush to another 
inspection. There are not 
enough inspectors.” 

She said that while a rat¬ 
ings system would make it 
easier for people to under¬ 
stand the standard of care 
assessed at a home, it 
would cause other 
problems. 

Mrs Prideaux added: 
“They’ve had a ratings 
system before and 
scrapped it because peo¬ 
ple said it was too much 
like Trip Advisor and that 
it was not an appropriate 
way to inspect.” 

Since the Epsom 
Guardian’s interview 
with Mrs Prideaux, she 
said she has received a 
reply to the grievance she 
made against her manag¬ 
er at the CQC, in which it 
is acknowledged that she 
was conducting inspec¬ 
tions of care homes alone, 
even though she had not 
been signed off as compe¬ 
tent to do so.

Water rates run over 
the top as profits rise

Residents are set to face a hike 
in their water bill despite their 
water company nearly doubling 
its profits last year. 

Sutton and East Surrey Water 
supplies to 265,000 homes and 
17,000 businesses across East 
Surrey, Merton, Croydon and 
Sutton plus parts of Kent and 
Sussex. 

Last year, the company in¬ 
creased its profit after tax from 
£2.2m to £5.1m and as part of its 
draft business plan for 2015-20, 
has mooted the idea of a £7 bill 
increase per annual bill by 
2020. 

The company’s chief executive 
Anthony Ferrar, who last year 
earned nearly £400,000 including 
pension contributions, last week 
addressed councillors in Merton 
on the plans. 

Mr Ferrar told them the price 
increase would pay to help re¬ 
duce leakage, fit more water me¬ 
ters and introduce a social tariff 
to help those in financial 
difficulty. 

Councillors were aghast at 
hearing how the company loses 
15 per cent of the water it sup¬ 
plies every day through leaking 
pipes - the equivalent of almost 
10 Olympic-sized swimming 
pools. 

Conservative Councillor David 
Dean told the water company 
representatives: “I don’t know of 
any other business who could

afford to waste 15 per cent of its 
product every day. You must be¬ 
come more efficient.” 

After the meeting he said: 
“Utility companies have a 
monopoly, they have no competi¬ 
tion and the market isn’t chang¬ 
ing. I would oppose any increase 
in bills. They must use better 
technology to become more effi¬ 
cient and give better value to 
customers who have no choice 
but to use them.” 

Company director Lester 


Sonden defended the company 
saying that as a result of the 
Gray review into water regula¬ 
tor Ofwat in 2011: “The world 
has changed, companies are 
putting greater emphasis on 
customers under fewer regula¬ 
tory constraints.” 

On top of the £7 hike, Mr Fer¬ 
rar and Sonden told the meet¬ 
ing, that an extra £2 could be 
added which would go to help 
those in financial difficulty pay 
for water.

He said that nowadays it was 
easy to take photographs and 
videos on mobile phones but 
witnesses should keep their 
distance and out of danger. 

He said: “We have got to take 
responsibility for our 
wildlife.” 

WAF works to rescue, care 
for and rehabilitate sick, in¬ 
jured and orphaned wild 
animals. 

The charity’s veterinary 
hospital in Leatherhead deals 
with more than 20,000 wildlife 
emergencies every year.

Friendly and fun: Adults at the Sunnybank Kites Club 


Last week, the Sunnybank 
Trust announced that it 
has been offered £288,000 
from the Big Lottery’s 
Reaching Communities 
Programme to expand the 
work it does with people 
with learning disabilities, 
provided it can find 
£106,000 match funding 
from elsewhere. 

Six months ago, the 
Epsom Guardian launched 
the Shine On appeal to 
support this outstanding 
little charity, which is a 
vital lifeline to so many 
people, young and old, in 
our community. 

This week we focus on 
one young man, Connor, 
who has Downs syndrome, 
autism and a range of 
other issues. 

With support from the 
Sunnybank Trust he is at 
college and is learning to 
cope with the challenges 
that daily life poses. 

With your help, many 
other people like Connor 
will be able to receive this 
support over the coming 
years. 

Connor is 20 years old with 
blue eyes and dark hair. 

On Friday nights he likes 
nothing better than pizza or 
listening to his music in his 
favourite cool black T-shirt. 

You cannot talk about 
Connor without mentioning 


“Gangnam Style”, which 
makes him laugh. 

Connor was born with an 
extra chromosome on the 21st 
pair, in other words he has 
Downs syndrome. 

He also has mild hearing 
and visual impairments, a 
displaced hip condition and 
autism, which means he can 
feel overwhelmed by bright 
lights, noises and crowds. 

Connor has a learning 
disability and has never 
learned to speak, he 
communicates his stress 
through physically rocking, 
occasional biting and hitting 
his head - as if trying to stop 
the noise, light or the 
increasing sense of panic he 
may feel from crowded 
spaces. 

In Connor’s life the key 
people are his parents and 
those who work with him in a 
professional capacity either 
with his day-to-day care or 
supporting him at the college 
he attends. 

Connor is at college three- 
and-a-half days a week and is 
learning life skills such as 


sensory cooking, travelling 
on buses and integrating in 
the community. 

He also has an occupational 
therapist that works with him 
to try and help him cope with 
the levels of stress and 
anxiety he experiences, 
which will reduce the level of 
bodily harm that he can 
cause on himself. 

Diane Bright, transition 
advocate from the Sunnybank 
Trust, works with school 
leavers facing the transition 
to college. 

She said: “For many people 
like Connor, attending college 
can be a huge challenge and 
very frightening. 

“There are changes in your 
surroundings, different 
routines and new people. 

“This is why we are there 
for young people like Connor, 
to make sure that the new 
staff understand his likes, 
dislikes and how best to 
communicate with him. 

“Each new student receives 
a Sunnybank ‘communication 
passport’ which tells the staff 
everything they will need to 


know about that student. 

“This is an important stage 
in every young person’s life.” 

Social opportunities for 
Connor are limited. 

Since he became an adult he 
also attends a day centre, but 
there are not many people his 
age. 

As the Kites Club manager 
Dorothy Watson explained: 
“This is one of the reasons 
the Kites Club is so special. 

“It offers the opportunity to 
make friends and the chance 
to ‘go out’ weekly to have 


fun.” 

The Kites Club provides 
special sensory nights for 
those with autism and 
sensory conditions. 

Other activities can also 
include Tai Chi or percussion 
workshops for aspiring 
drummers such as Connor. 

One of the carers who 
regularly bring people like 
Connor to the Kites Club said: 
“Kites Club offers great 
opportunities for people with 
complex needs.” 

At the end of a day, tea will 


be like every other meal for 
Connor - timed and presented 
in a routine fashion to keep 
him feeling calm and relaxed. 

His favourite tea used to be 
pizza in a local pizza 
restaurant until some people 
complained to his parents 
that Connor “shouldn’t be 
allowed out, especially in the 
restaurant”. 

This comment greatly upset 
both his parents and also 
Connor who felt the stress his 
parents experienced. 

For people like Connor 
there is the constant pressure 
of understanding and 
communicating in what can 
seem an alien and confusing 
world. 

With support and 
friendship he reaches 
different benchmarks each 
day, from the simple action of 
nodding his head to 
communicate to coping with 
the extreme 

sensory impact of a bus 
journey to college. 

These may be simple to each 
of us, but in Connor’s world 
these are huge steps and the 
reasons why his parents are 
proud of him and why he 
needs the support from his 
community.

Spice up your life 

Tamasin Coates tucks into some tasty Indian 
food guaranteed to bring cheer this autumn 


There are few things more 
cheering on a dreary autumn 
evening than stepping into a 
warm and inviting restaurant, with 
tables beautifully laid, tasteful 
decorations and the prospect of 
tucking into a hearty Indian meal.

It was 
certainly a delicious, hearty meal 
for a cold winter's night. 

My friend meanwhile tried the 
chicken kurchan - succulent, 
tender grilled chicken strips with 
fresh vegetables and mixed 
peppers. The restaurant has 
something for all lovers of Indian 
food with tandoori dishes, thalis 
and biryanis. Vegetarians are well 
catered for too with a number of 
specials. 

The good news is prices are very 
reasonable. There is an extensive 
wine list and the friendly staff 


offer exceptional table service. 

Deli Chefs also has a Christmas 
and New Year Special three course 
meal for £19.95.

Married man ‘acted 
out abuse fantasies’ 


A paedophile trawled the internet 
for child pornography before 
“acting out his fantasies” with 
two young girls, a court heard 
last week. 

Father-of-two Peter Ross, 56, of 
Beech Drive, Tadworth, is said to 
have abused two girls, one aged 
either 12 or 13 and the other just 
nine or 10. 

Mr Ross, who is married, al¬ 
legedly persuaded the older girl 
to sit on his lap while he rubbed 
her genitals, sometimes inserting 
his fingers. 

The jury heard the abuse hap¬ 
pened in 2005 and 2006 while the 
girl was visiting Ross’s former 
home in Croydon. 

Prosecutor Tom Wilkins told 
Croydon Crown Court that in 
2006 when the girl reported the 
abuse to police the family aban¬ 
doned their home so quickly they 
left the doors open. 

He said: “The defendant made 
the complainant play a game 
called It. Whoever was It would 
have to sit on his lap on a beige 
sofa in the living room.”

The abuse would then take 
place, the jury heard. 

The older girl, now 20, initially 
reported the abuse, said to have 
happened repeatedly, but 
dropped her complaint as she did 
not think police believed her. 

Detectives re-opened the inves¬ 
tigation when the second girl, 
now 18, lodged allegations 
against Mr Ross last year. 

She claims he pulled her jeans 
and knickers down before touch¬ 
ing her genitals. 

When police arrested Mr Ross 
at his home in Beech Drive, Tad- 
worth, in July 2012 they seized 
his computer and found it had 
been used “for years” to seek out 
indecent images of children. 

He claimed someone else had 
used his computer to look for the 
pictures and suggested the two al¬ 
leged victims were “on the 
make”. 

He told the court: “I’m not a 
sick pervert. This is nothing to do 


with me. I feel bullied for some¬ 
thing I have not done. 

“This is nothing to do with me 
and I think there is a monetary 
motive. 

“I’m quite a religious person. 
This is anathema to my beliefs. 
For my own spiritual progression 
I have to be moral.” 

Asked why the girls had seen 
his penis, he told the court he had 
a problem with excessive sweat¬ 
ing and would sleep naked. 

Mr Ross denies four charges of 
sexual activity with a child and 
due to law changes is alternative¬ 
ly charged with four indecent as¬ 
saults, that he also denies. 

He also denies sexually assault¬ 
ing the second girl and is alterna¬ 
tively charged with indecent 
assault in relation to the same 
allegations. 

He has also pleaded not guilty 
to six counts of making indecent 
images on or before July 24 last 
year. 

The jury had retired to consider 
its verdict as the paper went to 
press.

Hospital staff have been call¬ 
ing in sick in order to work for 
other hospital trusts, it has 
emerged. 

There have been a number 
of instances when staff, sup¬ 
posed to be working at Epsom 
or St Helier hospitals, called 
in sick, but were then caught 
working for other NHS trusts 
- meaning the taxpayer is 
paying for their wages twice. 

Since the start of this finan¬ 
cial year, the trust said it had 
referred 10 members of staff 
to its counter fraud specialists 
for sickness fraud. Two people 
went on to be prosecuted, 
three were disciplined and 
five were found to have no 
case to answer. 

Minutes of a meeting, noted 
at the trust’s latest board 
gathering on October 4, re¬ 
vealed concerns about this 
sickness fraud by trust board 
members. Non executive di¬ 
rector Pat Baskerville asked 
for the issue to be flagged up 
with all nursing staff. 

Mary Burstow, chairwoman 
of Sutton Council’s health 
and well being scrutiny 


committee, said: “I am sur¬ 
prised anyone has got the gall 
to do it and frankly anyone 
who does do that is letting the 
side down. 

“I am aware how hard all 
the staff are working and for 
someone to go and do that is 
just wrong.” 

Deputy chief executive and 
director of finance and per¬ 
formance, Chrisha Alagarat- 
nam, said: “We will not 


tolerate this kind of fraud, 
and will not hesitate to 
investigate and act upon 
suspicions of fraudulent 
activity. 

“We work closely with our 
counter fraud team to raise 
awareness of fraud and the 
steps we can take to report it, 
and they are always available 
to attend staff inductions, 
workshops or team meetings 
to provide training on fraud 


and bribery awareness.” 

Across the country, fraud 
costs the NHS millions of 
pounds each year. 

Epsom and St Helier trust 
has seen a rise in its average 
staff sickness rate from 4.28 
per cent in 2011-12 to 4.5 per 
cent in 2012-13. 

This means the total 
number of days staff have 
taken off for sickness has 
risen from 34,742 to 38,273.

Express way for Tesco 


Fraudster who hid 
£70k avoids prison 


Plans to turn a defunct pub 
into a Tesco Express could 
go ahead after planning per¬ 
mission was granted for the 
construction of a canopy. 

Epsom’s planning council¬ 
lors approved plans last 
week to build a canopy over 
a service yard as part of the 
planned conversion of the 
Kingfisher pub in Ruxley 
Lane, Ewell. 

Tesco does not require 
planning permission to con¬ 
vert the former pub at the 
junction with Gatley Av¬ 
enue into a retail food store. 

Resident Rachel Askin, a 
new mum who has twins, 
welcomed the plans for a 
Tesco Express because cur¬ 
rently she has to walk a 
mile to the Sainsbury’s in 
Chessington whose doors 


and aisles are big enough to 
take her buggy. 

She said: “I’m literally ec¬ 
static about the Tesco as my 
life will be so much easier.” 

But not everyone has wel¬ 
comed the supermarket 
chain moving into Ewell 
with some residents raising 
concerns about congestion, 
parking issues and rubbish. 

The Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) has been lobbying 
the Government to close 
planning law loopholes that 
allow supermarket chains 
to convert pubs without 
planning permission. 

Camra research shows 
more than 200 pubs were 
converted into supermar¬ 
ket convenience stores be¬ 
tween January 2010 and 
November 2012. 


A woman who hid a £70,000 in¬ 
heritance windfall to continue 
to claiming benefits has been 
spared prison.

It was only later picked up on 
an electronic data match that 
compares benefit records 
against certain other types of 
data and reports cases where 
there are discrepancies. 

The court accepted while

Just over a decade ago, 
manufacturers were allowed to 
stipulate that unless a vehicle was 
serviced at a franchised 
dealership, the warranty was 
invalid. 

Quite rightly, the EU stepped in 
to redress the balance in the 
interests of the consumer. 

This allowed independent 
service and repair centres to offer 
their services to motorists whose 
vehicles were still covered by the 
manufacturer's warranty without it 
affecting any future claims.

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High price: Some parking charges are likely to jump by as much as 25 per cent next year 

Sunday parking fees 
look likely to double

Some parking charges in Epsom 
could rise by as much as 25 per 
cent next year, with the flat rate 
Sunday charge for more than two 
hours doubling to £2 under new 
proposals. 

The changes are proposed in an 
extensive report that aims to 
maintain Epsom Council’s park¬ 
ing income while introducing a 
raft of new parking measures 
aimed at improving Epsom’s 
economic vitality. 

Many of them were suggested 
by the business community and 
supported by the borough’s new 
business development manager 
(BDM) Adam Worley. 

These include the introduction 
of barriers, a discount card for 
regular shoppers, free parking 
Sundays in the run-up to Christ¬ 
mas and several reductions in 
parking charges. 

But overall parking charges 
would go up by 2.5 per cent next 
year, netting the council an extra 
£63,750. 

The charge for parking for up to 
an hour at Depot Road, Upper 
High Street and Hook Road car 
parks would jump from 80p to £1. 

The flat-rate Sunday charge for 
more than two hours would dou¬ 
ble and the evening charge would 
rise from £1.20 to £1.50. 

Epsom Council currently 
makes £1.25m profit a year from 
off-street car parking charges, 
some of which is invested into car 
parks with the rest being used to 


Proposals include: 

• Free Christmas parking in all 
Epsom car parks on Sunday, 
December, 1,8,15 and 22. 

• Epsom card, offering discounts 
to regular shoppers at barrier- 
controlled car parks for an an¬ 
nual fee, and reduced charges 
for shoppers who use selected 
retailers. 

• Maximum charge at the Ashley 
Centre reduced from £17.50 to 
£12.50 for six hours. 

• Town hall and Hope Lodge car 



support other services including 
Epsom Playhouse, Route Call for 
elderly residents, and leisure and 
social activities. 

The report argued that reduc¬ 
ing parking costs “in its simplest 
form would not have the desired 
impact” of increasing the num¬ 
ber of shoppers because at peak 
times the car parks are already 
full at current prices. 

But it proposed that more could

be done to encourage people to 
visit car parks during “off-peak” 
periods. 

The report was debated at a 
lively meeting of the council’s 
environment committee on 
Wednesday, October 16, when 
councillors agreed that the 
proposals will now be subject to 
“further evaluation and consulta¬ 
tion with stakeholders”. 

Leader of the opposition Liberal 
Democrat group, Councillor Julie 
Morris, said: “Having spoken to 
Adam Worley, there’s quite a 
lobby for cheaper parking, but the 
reality is it’s one of the few ways 
that this authority has of raising 
money. Some of the cuts it would 
have to make would be awful. 

“So we [the Lib Dem group] do 
agree with the 20p rise because £1 
is a nice, easy sum and it’s still 
providing particularly good value 
and it allows us the option to do 
some things that perhaps we 
could not do. 

“There shouldn’t be any in¬ 
crease under any circumstances 
of the Sunday charge.”

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Hospitals miss out 
on funds injection 


Epsom and St Helier Hos¬ 
pitals are missing out on 
the Government’s £250m 
winter health fund - de¬ 
spite seeing record atten¬ 
dances last year. 

Some £250m is being 
handed out to 53 NHS 
trusts in a short-term move 
to improve care for elderly 
people and alleviate pres¬ 
sure on accident and emer¬ 
gency (A&E) services. 

Neighbouring Croydon 
University Hospital is to 
get a £4.5m cash boost this 
winter. 

Last year, St Helier Hos¬ 
pital’s A&E recorded its 
busiest year on record - 
treating a record number 


of patients. 

Earlier this year, it had 
to bring in temporary staff 
in order to cope with the 
increased demand on its 
A&E services and, in 
March, the hospital de¬ 
clared a major internal in¬ 
cident because it was so 
busy. 

A spokesman for the De¬ 
partment of Health said 
Monitor and the NHS trust 
development authority 
picked 53 trusts to receive 
the funding. 

The various trusts were 
chosen because they were 
the ones most likely to 
benefit from the cash 
boost. 


Thefts could be linked 


A gang raided a Co-op store 
for cigarettes at 4am on 
Wednesday, October 9. 

Two thieves are believed to 
have forced entry into the 
shop, on Stoneleigh Broad¬ 
way, by damaging a window 
shutter before breaking into a 
cigarette counter and leaving 
with the cigarettes. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said there have been several 
incidents of this nature across 
east Surrey over recent 
months, which officers be¬ 
lieve could be linked. 


The same store was raided 
by a masked gang, on August 
14, who tied up two staff mem¬ 
bers before fleeing with cash 
and cigarettes. 

PC Tracy Maclean said: “Of¬ 
ficers are working closely 
with the store on how they 
can improve their security 
and prevent future incidents 
like this.”

Dog owners warned after 
woman’s pet is savaged

A distraught dog owner has 
spoken of how a pair of 
“lethal” dogs savaged her 
beloved pet on Monday. 

Pensioner Janet Gay, of 
Burgh Heath Road, said two 
“greyhound-type” dogs at¬ 
tacked her pet westie Robbie 
on a bridleway in Epsom at 
about 4.30pm. 

Mrs Gay said that she had 
been walking Robbie down a 
bridleway from Treadwell 
Road to Burgh Heath Road at 
the time of the attack. 

She said: “The dogs came 
out of nowhere. A white one 
first, with its muzzle hanging 
around its neck, followed by a 
black one.” 

She said the dogs latched on 
to Robbie for about five min¬ 
utes and inflicted multiple 
puncture wounds, including 
one that just missed his eye. 

His ear was torn, his back 
scraped and his private parts 
injured. 

She said: “It was horrific. He 
was lucky to escape with his 
life.” 

Robbie has received treat¬ 
ment at a vets in Langton Av¬ 
enue, Ewell, but there is a 
danger that he has further in¬ 
ternal injuries.

Mrs Gay said: “I want to tell 
dog walkers to be on alert. I 
want to warn other people 
about these dogs.” 

After the incident, she rang 
the police, but does not know 
the identity of the woman 
walking the dogs on the day of 
the attack, or of a man she has 
seen them out with before. 

She said: “You don’t stand 
about with your dog pouring 
blood to exchange details.” 

The attack in Epsom comes 
after Denis Fenton, 73, was at¬ 
tacked by one of a pack of ca¬ 
nines in Nonsuch Park earlier 
this month. 

Guided walk leader Mr Fen¬ 
ton, of Park Avenue East in 
Stoneleigh, is now calling on 
Sutton Council to limit the 
numbers of dogs people can 
walk in the park at any one 
time. 

In April, a shocked woman 
watched in horror as her 
neighbour’s labradoodle was 
attacked by two “staffie-type” 
dogs on Epsom Common. 

The dog, Molly, had to have 
an operation.

Donations in memory of a boy 
whose cancer battle captured the 
community’s heart will now help 
other sick youngsters at Epsom 
Hospital. 

Adam Bird, nine, from Epsom, 
died at home on July 11, despite re¬ 
ceiving pioneering treatment for a 
rare and aggressive childhood 
cancer, neuroblastoma, which was 
diagnosed in 2009. 

His family launched Adam’s Ap¬ 
peal and the public donated 
£400,000 to fund treatment for him 
abroad because it was not avail¬ 
able in the UK. 

Adam’s parents, Nick and Alison 
Bird, presented a cheque for £3,266 
to Epsom Hospital on Wednesday, 
October 16, where Adam was 
cared for, in the presence of its 
chief executive Matthew Hopkins, 
joint medical director Dr Ruth 
Charlton, and the community 
nurses who were part of the team 
which looked after Adam - Tara 
Parker, Sinead Summers and 
Shelley Darling. 

Mr Bird said family and friends 
wanted to be able to give some¬ 
thing back to the hospital that, de¬ 
spite his illness, Adam liked 
visiting. 

He added that small gestures by 


the nurses, such as making up an 
extra bed for Adam in the nursery 
so he did not have to be trans¬ 
ferred to another hospital, made 
things that much easier for the 
family. 

The donation has helped the hos¬ 
pital to buy comfortable ward 
chairs for tired parents and a 
lightweight, portable pulse oxime¬ 
ter monitor which enables nurses 
to record a child’s heart rate and 
oxygen levels at home so young 
patients do not have to come into 
hospital. The data can then be 
taken into hospital to be 
downloaded. 

Speaking to Mr and Mrs Bird, 
cancer consultant Dr Stephanie 
Kirk said: “Thank you so much for 
your kind donation to the ward 


and the community children’s 
nurses. 

“We will truly value it. It will en¬ 
able us to support many more chil¬ 
dren and their families through 
difficult times, and hopefully help 
to make their lives a little easier. 

“This time must be unimagin¬ 
ably difficult for Adam’s parents 
and loved ones, and we are very 
grateful that they have been able 
to come here today and be so very 
generous.” 

Children’s community nurse 
Tara Parker added: “We will al¬ 
ways remember Adam fondly and 
were glad and proud to be able to 
help take care of him. He was a 
very special boy to us all and it 
was a privilege to play a part in his 
treatment.”

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It was like an intruder in the house’ 


A man who found a sus¬ 
pected false widow spider 
in his house last week 
likened it to coming across 
an “intruder” in his home. 

Jon Nicolaou, of Gatley 
Avenue, West Ewell, con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian 
after discovering the spider 
dangling from the ceiling in 
his hallway in the early 
hours of October 17. 

He killed it, but is now 
worried that it has laid 
eggs in his house and said 
he wants to “stop them 


getting in the house to 
begin with for the sake of 
my family’s safety”. 

He said: “I was worried if 
it was left alive it would get 
out or something. I was 
scared when I saw it and 
mainly worried about what 
would happen in my sleep, 
whether my partner and I 
would get bitten when 
there’s nothing we could do 
about it. 

“I recognised this one 
instantly from the photos 
I’d seen and it felt like there 


was an intruder in the 
house - something that had 
the potential to do harm to 
my family. 

“Spider bites are some¬ 
thing relatively unheard of 
in this country, so to find a 
false widow in our home 
after hearing all the 
news about it was very 
concerning.” 

Mr Nicolaou’s discovery 
follows a spate of sightings 
of the false widow across 
south London and Surrey 
earlier this month.

GP group granted full 
power over healthcare

The Surrey Downs GPs who took 
over the buying of local health¬ 
care services in April now have 
“full commissioning powers”, it 
has been announced. 

Surrey Downs clinical commis¬ 
sioning group (SDCCG) is respon¬ 
sible for commissioning 
healthcare for 290,000 people liv¬ 
ing in Epsom and Ewell, Mole 
Valley, Banstead and East 
Elmbridge and consists of 33 GP 
practices. 

SDCCG, which took over from 
the NHS Surrey primary care 
trust, has a £314m budget to buy 
hospital, social care, ambulance 
and community services and 
mental health care. It has had to 
face a number of major 
challenges in its first few months 
- including having to do a humili¬ 
ating U-turn on its plan to decide 
its response to the controversial 
Better Services Better Value pro¬ 
posals at a public meeting at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse in May 
and pulling the plug on the 
Epsom Downs integrated care 
services (Edics), run by its own 
doctors.

Last week’s “full authorisation 
announcement” means the CCG 
has now fulfilled all 119 criteria, 
following the removal of the 
CCG’s final two conditions, which 
related to the organisation’s 
detailed commissioning and 
finance plans. 

A spokeswoman said that 
following further work, and the 
submission of further evidence, 


NHS England has received the 
final assurance it needed, 
removing all conditions. 

SDCCG’s chief officer Miles 
Freeman said: “We have come a 
long way in a very short space of 
time so it’s a real credit to our 
staff, and all their hard work. 

“For us, the authorisation 
process was about taking the time 
to make sure we have the right 
systems in place to function 
effectively as an organisation so it 
is something we took very 
seriously. 

“We will continue to monitor 
how we operate and where we can 
further strengthen our processes 
to make sure we are continually 
improving and developing as an 
organisation.” 

Dr Claire Fuller, SDCCG’s 
clinical chairwoman, added: “Six 
months into our new role we are 
already working with local 
doctors to deliver real 
improvements in patient care. 

“We have many more plans for 
the future and will continue to 
work with our member practices, 
local people and our partners so 
that together we can really raise 
the standards of healthcare for 
local patients.”

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Maternity unit ‘amazing’ 


The importance of choice 
for all first-time mothers 


As an antenatal teacher and 
mother-of-three in south-west 
London, I was dismayed to 
read the negative correspon¬ 
dence on October 3 (Glossing 
over weak points) about the 
increased risks of women giv¬ 
ing birth to their first baby at 
home or at an acute medical 
unit (AMU). 

Birth (as with most other 
processes in life) does involve 
some risks, but those risks 
should be balanced with other 
factors in the birth process 
that have huge implications 
for women and their partners. 

What about the risks of 


being in hospital? 

The Birthplace Study 
clearly shows that the levels of 
intervention such as assisted 
delivery, episiotomy and 
Caesarean, increase once a 
woman goes into hospital - 
whether for their first or 
subsequent baby. 

For some women, the reali¬ 
ties of this type of birth, mean 
that they are keen to have an¬ 
other option - which is birth 
in an AMU or at home. Only 
for first-time mothers is there 
a small increase in risk. 

For some women expecting 
their first baby, this is a risk 


they are willing to take be¬ 
cause they understand the 
benefits and importance of a 
positive and empowering 
birth experience and they 
would like to increase the 
chances of this being the case. 

Women and their partners 
are likely to feel better sup¬ 
ported and cared for in the 
more relaxed environment of 
a home or AMU birth. 

Unfortunately, because of 
the rising birth rate, lack of 
midwives and many hospital 
protocols, this is often the 
reality of hospital birth. 

In my 11 years of teaching 


antenatal classes, I have not 
yet come across anyone hav¬ 
ing a home birth who was not 
pleased with their decision, 
even if they did end up trans¬ 
ferring in to hospital. Most of 
the transfers into hospital are 
likely to be because the 
woman wants to have an 
epidural or progress is slow. 

It is so important to have 
choices in life - especially 
when those choices can have 
significant effects on the long¬ 
term health of families.

Do you own a pet? Have you seen 
the vet recently? I think there are 
so many things going on in 
everyone’s lives these days that 
sometimes things get forgotten. I 
thought this article should be 
about some of those important 
things your dog and cat needs. 
The annual vaccination 
Yes, this is still recommended. 
Vaccines have developed and 
advanced and most vets will now 
not vaccinate for everything at 
each visit, but every vet would 
recommend an annual check-up. 

Not only is the vaccination 
important, so is the physical 
examination that comes with it. 
You would be surprised at how 
often a lump, an infected ear, poor 
oral hygiene, or sometimes things 
far worse are picked up at this 
annual check-up. 

Worming and flea control 
There are hundreds of products 


to choose from when considering 
both of these for your pet. I 
actually think that there are so 
many products that this whole 
process has become somewhat 
confusing. I would recommend a 
prescription based wormer and 
flea treatment as I believe that 
these products are simply more 
effective. Always remember to treat 
for lungworm, and if you have any 
doubts or questions about what do 
give and when to give it then 
consult you vet. 

Brush your pet’s teeth! 

You may think that I’m joking, 
but I’m not. Dental disease is a 
huge problem for our pets. 

Ignoring your pets’ mouth will lead 
to oral pain and can even cause 
problems such as heart and kidney 
disease. Always use a dog or cat 
toothpaste, and if you haven’t 
brushed you pets’ teeth before then 
get them used to it gradually! 

Food and exercise 
Increasingly, canine and 
feline obesity is becoming an 
issue for our pets. Both dogs 
and cats should be exercised 
daily. For a dog this will mean 
a decent walk, for a cat 
sometimes this may require 
thinking outside the box as 
some cats are extremely lazy. 
For those cats it may be worth 
putting their food and their 
water in different parts of the 
house so they are forced to 
move. You could also try using 


a laser pointer as a game to get 
them moving. 

The type of food as well as 
amount given is also very 
important. There are some 
fantastic pet foods available, and 
all good foods will have a feeding 
guide for your pet’s ideal weight. 
Diet foods are available for

Why Beanie is 
a very lucky cat 

This is Beanie. She is now 16-years- 
old and I have been looking after 
her for more than half of her life, 
writes vet Michael Morrice. 

In 2004 she came in to see us with 
small abscesses (infections) around 
her tail. These progressed despite 
treatment, and eventually she had 
infections all over her sides and 
back. 

It was not until she had deep skin 
biopsies and specific skin tests that 
we able to diagnose a mycobacterial 
infection. 

While different strains of this type 
of bacteria can cause tuberculosis 
and leprosy in humans, this type 
causes severe skin infections in 
cats, which can be difficult to 
control. 

In 2004, when this was diagnosed 
we knew little about the disease. 
More is known now, although we 
still have much to learn. 

Beanie has now been on 
medication for mycobacteria for 
over eight years and she is doing 
brilliantly (and has done for some 
time). She is lucky enough to be 
owned by the wonderful Peter and 
Margaret Grinham who look after 
her and her siblings amazingly. 
Their dedication to her has made 
the world of difference. 

On top of the mycobacterial 
infection Beanie also has diabetes 
and an overactive thyroid. She also 
sees a physiotherapist regularly for 
treatment of her arthritis. Despite 
all of this she is a very well cat who 
looks young for her 16 years!

Now is a good time to think about some 
preparations you can make towards 
protecting your home this winter. 

There are some practical things that you can do to be 
ready for the diverse range of winter weather that we 
experience. Sutton and East Surrey Water pic and the 
Met Office host dedicated web pages to helpful advice 
on how you can protect your home from the effects of 
cold weather. 

Avoiding frozen pipes is a main concern as this can lead 
to burst pipes in various parts of the home. Insulation is 
particularly important for all the pipework and tanks in 
the loft or garage and for any other pipe work that may 
be exposed to the cold temperatures. 

If you are going away during the winter months it 
is advisable to leave the heating on low and ask 
someone to pop in and check on your property. 

If the property will be unoccupied for long periods, 
it is worth turning off the stopcock and draining 
down the system, leaving less risk of damage from 
leaking pipes or tanks. 

It is important to be aware of the location of your internal 


stopcock or valve, most often situated under the kitchen 
sink. The water supply can usually be switched off by 
turning the stopcock in a clockwise direction. It is a good 
idea to check the operation of the stopcock or valve just 
to ensure that it is functioning normally. 

If you are faced with a problem, it is advisable to call 
in a fully qualified plumber to stabilise and repair 
the problem. Don’t forget to turn the taps off once

a repair has taken place and return your stopcocks 
and valves to their normal position. 

There are many steps you can take to protect your 
home against water damage and a household check is 
strongly recommended in preparation for the cold and 
wet weather to come. 


Dealing with a 
plumbing emergency 

Unfortunately plumbing emergencies such as burst 
and frozen pipes do happen. Call for a plumber as 
soon as possible and take the following steps to 
stabilise the problem and minimise damage. 

Burst Pipes 

• Prevent water passing the point of the leak by 
turning off all stop valves. 

• Open, all cold water taps so that the pipe work and 
storage system drain quickly. 

• Switch off the boiler, immersion heater and any other 
water heating. 

• If water has leaked near your electrics or any 
electrical goods, switch them off at the mains and do 
not touch them until they have been checked over by 
a fully qualified electrician. 


Frozen Pipes 

• Turn off the mains water supply at the stop valve. 

• Ensure that your boiler is switched off. If the hot 
water system is frozen and the boiler is still alight it 
could lead to further problems. 

• Carry out visual pipe checks where possible. 

• Protect your belongings - move them away from the 
pipe to prevent water damage when the pipe thaws. 

• If the frozen pipe runs from a storage cistern and 
is not controlled by a valve, check if it has split. If it 
has, open all cold water taps in the system and flush 
the WC in order to empty the cistern. 

• If the pipe has not split then open the cold water tap 
nearest to the part of the pipe you think is frozen to 
allow the water to flow once the ice has melted. 

• Speed up the thawing process by applying a hot 
water bottle or heated cloth to the frozen area of the 
pipe. Start at the end nearest the tap and work back 
towards the cold water tank. 


Remember: 

• Never use an electrical appliance or an open flame 
such as a blowtorch to thaw out the ice. 

• Don’t try to thaw it too quickly as there may be splits 
in the pipe which are difficult to see. 

• Be careful, although water may be flowing from taps, 
other parts of the system may still be frozen.

E ver noticed how the 
brooding, hardened 
criminals of 1920s gang¬ 
ster films drink what look to 
be slightly girly fruit 
cocktails? 

Paul Ryan, general manager 
of Spanish tapas restaurant 
La Tasca in Kingston, ex¬ 
plains why, writes Ross 
Logan. 

Ryan says: “Back in prohibi¬ 
tion America, when they 
banned liquor, the only thing 
they could get was medicinal 
alcohol, and they used to mix 
that with fruit juices to make 
it taste better. 

“That’s why in all those 
black-and-white movies 
they’re all drinking 
cocktails.” 

The practice of mixing alco¬ 
hol with other, usually sweet¬ 
er ingredients has been 
around for centuries (the hot 
toddy, for example) but it is 
ironic that the 13-year booze 
ban in the US helped inspire 
some of today’s most well- 
known concoctions, including 
the Long Island ice tea and 
the Harvey wallbanger, 
according to Ryan. 

At La Tasca, you can get all 
your favourite and strangely- 
named creations, although 


being a Spanish 
restaurant, the 
specialty is, natu¬ 
rally, sangria. 

“Sangria is tradition¬ 
ally three spirits, 
vodka, white rum and 
triple sec, mixed with 
sugar red wine, and 
lemonade and garnished 
with a load of fresh 
fruit,” says Ryan. 

“Here we do 10 differ¬ 
ent types of sangria. We 
do cava, red wine, white 
wine, rose, brandy, some 
liquors and fruit juices. 

“We’re planning on 
having a new sangria 
each month. One night a 
month we’re going to sit 
down and see what 
works.” 

For anyone interested in 
learning how to make 
cocktails themselves, the 
newly-refurbished La Tasca 
in High Street offers cocktail 
making master classes for all 
kinds of occasions. 

Ryan says: “We’ve got three- 
fully trained cocktail makers, 
they’re the real deal. Gilbetto 
- he’s our best cocktail maker. 
We have cocktail Wednesdays 
and we always make sure he’s 
on that shift.”

Home sales hit a four 
year high says report 


The number of homes sold in the 
UK hit an almost four-year high 
last month as the housing market 
recovery continues to gather 
pace, says the September RICS 
Residential Market Survey. 

The average amount of 
properties sold per chartered 
surveyor in the three months to 
September reached 18.7. 
Although still historically low, 
this is the highest figure since 
November 2009 and demonstrates 
the extent to which the market is 
now picking up across the 
country. 

In tandem with increasing 
numbers of sales, prices 
continued to grow with 54 per 
cent more respondents reporting 
rises rather than falls. Prices

have now steadily increased since 
Easter and this growth was seen 
right across the UK. Last month, 
every part of the country saw 
prices go up, with the exception of 
the north east where prices fell 
modestly for the second 
successive month. 

With government schemes such 
as Help to Buy enabling more 
buyers to access the market, 
demand rose steadily during 
September as a net balance of 49 
per cent more surveyors reported 
rises in new buyer enquiries. 
While the amount of homes 
coming onto the market also rose, 
it was not enough to keep pace 


with the burgeoning level of 
demand. 

Looking ahead, predictions for 
future growth are equally upbeat. 
A net balance of 56 per cent more 
respondents expect the number of 
transactions to increase further 
over the coming three months, 
while 48 per cent more predict 
prices to continue their push 
upwards. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS global 
residential director, said: “It’s 
encouraging that the market is 
starting to improve in all parts of 
the country with more buyers 
looking to make a move and more 
sales going through. Even so, it’s 
a big concern that the supply of 
property coming to the market is 
lagging so far behind demand.”

1. ON 12TH SEPTEMBER 2013 SURREY COUNTY COUNCIL (“THE COUNCIL”) 
GAVE NOTICE IN THE SUTTON AND EPSOM GUARDIAN THAT THE COUNCIL 
PROPOSED TO MAKE, under Sections 1(1), 2(1) to (3), 4(2), 32, 35, 36, 45 46 49 51 
and 53 of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 and of 
all other enabling powers, the following various Orders to impose and amend the 
parking and waiting restrictions in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell:- 

(a) The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell Residents’ Only On- 
Street Parking Places) Order 2013 (Amendment No.1) 201-; 

(b) The Surrey County Council (D2247) Ladbroke Road Epsom in the Borough of 
Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone) (On-Street Parking Place) Order 2013 
(Amendment No.1) 201and 

(c) The Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 
201 -. 

2. THE COUNCIL NOW GIVES NOTICE THAT it proposes to make the Orders with 
further modifications as described in this Notice. The further modifications are to - 

(i) Add all the postal addresses of St James Close, Epsom to the existing residents 
parking scheme to enable them to apply for residents and residents visitors parking 
permits with the Identifier G. This will enable anyone with a resident permit or 
resident’s visitor permit G to park in any of the residents only parking places in The 
Parade, Hereford Close, Heathcote Road and Laburnum Road, Epsom. 

(ii) Add the properties with the postal address of 2 Woodcote Green Road and 9 
Woodcote Road, Epsom, to the existing residents parking permit scheme to 
enable them to apply for residents and residents visitors parking permits with the 
Identifier D. This will enable anyone with a resident parking permit or a resident’s 
visitor parking permit D to park in any of the residents only parking bays in Chalk 
Lane, Epsom. 

(iii) Add the properties with the postal address of 22A, 33A and 39 (Flint House) Ashley 
Road, Epsom to the existing Ladbroke Road residents parking permit scheme to 
enable them to apply for residents and residents parking permits with the Identifier 
J. This will enable anyone with a resident permit or resident’s visitors parking permit 
J to park in any of the residents only parking places in Ladbroke Road. 

(iv) The residents permit cost will be £50 for the first permit and £75 for any subsequent 
permit and will be valid for a period of twelve months. The Residents permits will 
be calculated as the sum of the number of vehicles registered to members of the 
household at that house minus the total number of off-street parking space 
available to that house. The charge for a duplicate permit or a change of permit due 
to the change of vehicle will be £15. (n.b. the charge for a replacement permit due 
to a change of vehicle will also be £15). Provide for residents to purchase permits 
for use by their visitors at a cost of £2 each, which will be valid for one day, subject 
to a limit of 120 per year; and Operational Permits, for use by doctors, nurses and 
community care personnel, who are required to make visits to residents, that will be 
free of charge and which will allow them to park in such residents’ parking places 
marked with the relevant lettered identifier. 

(v) To replace the existing Operational Parking Permits in residents parking scheme 
identifier G only with the revised Operational and new Carers Parking Permits as 
described immediately below - 

To introduce a facility to issue - 

(a) Operational Parking Permits, which will be issued free of charge for a period of 
twelve months to doctors, nurses, healthcare and community visitors and other 
categories of medical personnel operating through Surrey County Council or the 
National Health Service or private healthcare organisations who make house visits; 
or 

(b) Carers Parking Permits, which will be issued at a cost of £10 for a period of up to 
twelve months to housebound residents situated within either The Parade, Hereford 
Close, 

Heathcote Road, Laburnum Road or St James Close, Epsom who require regular short 
term visits from carers or community care personnel in order to carry out carer’s duties, 
to enable those persons’ or any carer visiting a housebound resident to leave their 
vehicles in any residents’ only on-street parking places situated within either The 
Parade, Hereford Close, Heathcote Road, Laburnum Road or St James Close, Epsom, 
whilst carrying out the duties listed in sub-paragraphs (a) and (b) above (NOTE - The 
Carers’ Parking Permits will only be valid in the residents only parking places situated 
in the road in which the housebound resident actually resides). 

(vi) The entire lengths of Elm Way and Fairfield Way, Ewell, will be included in The 
Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 201 - 
. This will prohibit parking on any of the verges at any time adjacent to these roads. 

3. A copy of the Orders to which the proposed modification apply and a Statement of 
the Council’s reasons for proposing to make the modified Orders may be 
inspected, free of charge at - 

(a) Epsom and Ewell Borough Council, Town Hall, The Parade, Epsom, during normal 
office hours; 

(b) Epsom Library, The Ebbisham Centre, 6 The Derby Square, Epsom, Mondays, 
Wednesdays, Fridays 9am to 6pm, Tuesdays and Thursdays 9am to 7pm and 
Saturdays 9am to 5pm; 

(c) Bourne Hall Ewell library, Spring Street, Ewell, Tuesdays 9am to 7pm and 
Wednesdays, Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays 9am to 5pm; 

(d) Stoneleigh Library, 1 Stoneleigh Broadway, Stoneleigh, Epsom, Mondays 2pm to 
5pm, Tuesdays 9.30am to 5pm, Thursdays 9.30am to 1pm, Fridays 9.30am to 
6.30pm and Saturdays 9.30am to 4pm; and 

(e) Ewell Court Library, Ewell Court House, Lakehurst Road, Ewell, Tuesdays 10am to 
7pm, Wednesdays and Fridays 10am to 5pm and Saturdays 9.30am to 4pm.

- 60ml Bulldog Gin, 90ml pumpkin 
puree, 15ml simple syrup, dash of 
vanilla extract 

- Add the ingredients into a caul¬ 
dron (aka saucepan), and stir slowly, 
repeating the words "Hubble bub¬ 
ble, toil and trouble, fire burn and 
cauldron bubble." Pour into a jar and 
garnish with a sprig of rosemary. 

• Mon Petit Salut 

A ghoulish looking bottle that may 
take unsuspecting drinkers by sur¬ 
prise, La Fee Absinthe Parisienne 
(£43.50,68% abv, 70cl, 
www.thedrinkfinder.com) is a new 
but traditional French absinthe that 
uses only natural ingredients, and 
tastes more amenable than some. 

Still potent but pleasant, to re¬ 
enact the louche ritual which dates 
back to the 1800's, the anise- 
flavours can be enjoyed by adding 
4-6 parts iced water through a sugar 
cube placed on a perforated spoon 
which rests on the top of the glass. 


Alternatively, try impressing your 
friends with this dangerously good 
cocktail which enhances the herbal 
character. 

- 40ml La Fee Absinthe Parisienne, 
20ml fresh lemon juice, 20ml vanilla 
syrup, 15ml Luxardo Maraschino 
liqueur, 4 dashes Peychaud's Bitters 

- Half-fill a cocktail shaker with ice. 
Add the ingredients and shake vig¬ 
orously. Strain into a chilled 
coupette and add a twist of fresh 
lemon zest to finish. 

Creepy crawlies don't usually help 
sell wine labels, but the black beetle 
of Domaine des Escaravailles La 
Ponce 2011 Rasteau, Rhone, France 
(£15.99, Waitrose) is perfectly 
tuned to nocturnal naughtiness. 
Grenache dominant and made from 
gnarled old vines, this dark ruby red 
is the perfect excuse to close the 
curtains tight and ignore the trick- 
or-treaters, and the velvety smooth, 
plush fruit goes beautifully with 
bangers and mash. 

Alternatively, a 
fragrant viognier 
will deter any myth¬ 
ical monsters and 
put them off the 
scent. Try 
Morrisons 
Signature Viognier 
2012, France 
(£6.99, 

Morrisons) which is 
perfectly tailored to 
pumpkin parties 
with its orange label 
and ripe, fresh, juicy 
peach flavours and 
crisp finish.
